PHOTO-SCULPTURE 
STUDIES FOR ROME 


May Revolutionize Photog- 
raphy, Gives Demon- 
strations.

ROME, Nov. 6.—Charles Boese, who recently 
invented a new process of photo-sculpture, 
which, according to the scientific publications, 
is destined to revolutionize the photographic 
art, has just arrived in Rome, where he intends 
to start his first establishment. The young in- 
ventor was born in -Florence; his father was 
German and his mother French. He is only 25 
years of age, but admits that he owes his dis- 
covery to chance. To a correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch he explained the way he Is able 
to reproduce in relief all sorts of pictures by a 
very simple process. 

The fundamental princtple of the invention Mes 
in the discovery that gelatine, sénsitized with 
bichromate of ammonium, loses the property of 
absorbing Uquids in proportion to the length of 
time it has been submitted to the artion of light, 
A cake of such gelatine, immersed in a special 
liquid, under a photographic negative, will, after 
a while, show relief and depressions represent- 
ing the image of the negative. The difficulty in 
M. Boese's invention was to produce a negative 
In which the transparency would be proportion- 
ed to the degree of the relief which it wag de- 
sired to obtain. In order to do this the object 
to be photographed !s placed in a dark room in 
front of a specially constructed camera, and a 
special blue Nght filtered through the red prism, 
is projected on ft. Two poses are necessary so 
that, having obtained the first impression, the 
operator rapidly reverses the negative and takes 
a second picture on the same plate. 

This negative is G@eveloped like all photo- 
grahic negatives and is copied on a film, after 
which the two pietures are laid one on the 
other, and thus a negative is obtained totally 
different from the ordinary photographic nega- 
tives: If the cake of prepared gelatine im- 
mé@fsed in the special liquid, is exposed to the 
lights under this negative in five or six hours it 
will reproduce a relief of the picture with the 
utmost perfection of detail. 

Mr. Boese is enthusiastic about his invention 
and has already given practical demonstration 
of it before the Camera Club and the Royal In- 
stitution of London and the VUranio Society in 
Ber'in, where his relief pictures were much 
studied and admired.

PARIS, Nov. 5.—An auto accident enabled the 
police to arrest a gang of thieves who conduct- 
ed their opérations all over France, protected 
by the disguise of tourists and by the speed 
of their machine. An elegant Panhard, coming 
from the direction of Belfort, was upset last 
week near Lusigny. It contained two men and 
a woman. The chauffeur was rather severely 
injured, and had to be taken to the nearest 
hotel, where the police officers arrested the 
driver of a truck which had caused the acci- 
dent. 

Suddenly, however, 


a detective from Paris, 
who had heard of the accident, appeared at the 
hotel and arrested the supposed tourists. For 
six months the gang had made a good living 
in Paris and nearby cities by robbing desert- 
ed mansions and playing on the confidence of 
the tradesmen, easily awed by the sight of the 
elegantly appointed machine. Inspector Fleury 
had followed them for months but had never 
succeeded in capturing them until he heard of 
the recent accident and recognized the parties 
he was after in the ae ae tourists.

LEXINGTON, Ky., Nov. 6.—The fight 
which has been waged in this state for 
the past two years by the Burley Tobacco 
Growers Co. against the Continental and 
Tobacco companies will be brought to 4 
close this month, unless the growers of the 
weed pledge thelr crops to the company 
in preference to the Trust, which now 
seems unlikely. All the work of the offi- 
cers of the company for over two years 
will go for naught, and the Tobacco Trust, 
which has fought a secret but bitter battle 
agaiust the company, will again control 
the entire product and.be able to dictate 
to the farmer the price he shall have for 
ifs raw material. 

The Burley Tobacco Growers’ Associa- 
tion was first organized in this state on 
March 4, 1901, and James Gaunt of Carroll 
County was its first president. At that 
time the organization was effected in Car- 
rollton and seven counties in the burley to- 
bacco district entered the association. 

The plans then were to pool the tobacco, 
but the promoters found upon Investigation 
that they would be up against the antitrust 
law and, as a result, they were forced to 
reorganize. In Lousville two years ago the 
organization was aguin effected and called 
the Burley Tobacco Growers Co., with W. 
B. Hawkins of Fayette County, ove of the 
largest growers in the state, as president. 

From that time President Hawkins de- 
voted practically all of his time to the 
enterprise, and every legitimate means was 
adopted to increase the price of tobacco 
and help the farmer. The company was 
first incorporated at $5,000,000 and President 
Hawkins set about to get capitalists in- 
terested in the venture in order to get the 
necessary financial backing to push the en- 
terprise. 

At that time the moneyed men of the 
East did not seem willing to put up the 
funds to fight the trust, and, as a result,

‘Vigorous Campaign 


Among Farmers. 

Last spring President Hawkins again set 
the movement on foot and renewed his fight 
for better prices for tobacco. He secured 
energetio workers in every county in the 
burley district and a systematic canvass 
was begun and a majority of the raisers of 
tobacco in the forty odd counties in the dis- 
trict pledged their support to the company. 
President Hawkins had a-contract drawn 
up which was carried by the workers and, 
while the meetings of growers were in 
progress, the speakers would refer to the 
contract and pass copies through the audi- 
ences.- At the close of the meeting growers 
were invited to pledge their crops to the 


company. 

President Hawkins then announced that 
he had at last secured the mioney to finance 
the organization, and for the past two 
months he has been all over the district 
holding meetings in every county. 

All the time that President Hawkins and 
his fellow workers have been busy speaking 
to the farmers at these tobacco meetings, 
the tobacco trust had its agents going 
quietly through the district making over- 
tures to the tenants not go sign the con- 
tracts presented by the Burley Tobacco 
Growers Co., which guaranteed an everage 
price per pound of 15 cents, but bo hold 
off and they would be able to get as much 
as 20 cents per pound for the tobacco the 
trust has heretofore been paying 7 cents 
per pound. 

As a rule the landlord who rents his 
farm for the raising of tobacco usually 
has the say when it comes to gelling the 
crop. as the tenant relies on him to get 
the best price, but the trust, knowing that 
the tenant has the = % law to sell his 
own crop, has instruct ite agents to 
deal directly with the tenants and not to 
approach the landlord. As a result of this 
method many of the tenants became dis- 
gatisfied when the time came to sign con- 
tracts of the company and refused ta 
pledge their crop to it on the ground that 
they had been offered more money. 

The officers of the company have been 
eo sanguine of success this year that many 
of the farmefs have delayed signing the 
contracts on the supposition that enough 
had signed to insure the success of the 
venture. 

President Hawkins issued a card to the 
effect that the death knell of the com- 
peny was ringing unless the producers 
should come forward and live up to their 
agreoments made last spring. 6 stated 
that the eastern capitalists had’ demanded 
a showing and that, unless it could be 
given, they would withdraw their support. 

This card had the effect of inducing nu- 
merous farmers to sign the contracts 
pledging their crop tb the company, but 
not enough to convince the capit ists. 

President Hawkins a assoctate

Negroes. 


JURY AWARDED HER $300 


Now Company Appeals in Order to 
Test Recent Act of Missis- 
sippi Legislature. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NATCHEZ, Mtiss., Nov. 6.—Constderabie 
interest is manifested in the South in the 
appeal of the Southern Light and Trac- 
tion Co. from the verdict of the jury in 
the case of Miss Charley Croraartie Comp- 
ton, a beautiful young soclety bolle of this 
city, against the company for $1500 dam- 
ages for being required to lIwmave a car 
because she declined to move from one 
seat to the forward part «f the cur to 
make room for: two negro passenge.s. The 
suit involves a construction of the “Jim 
Crow’ law. 

The incident occurred in Sep*embor dur- 
ing the session of the negro congress at 
Concord Park, this city. The car on which 
Miss Compton, with two young women 
friends, was riding was returning irom 
the park with several negro pass :ngelrs vc- 
cupying rear seats. The small 4xu-iInch 
sign boards used in lieu of a partition or 
adjustable screen to divide ‘he races was 
midway of the car. Miss Compton occu- 
pied a comfortable seat, though there wus 
@ vacant seat nearer the front. 

When two negro men boarded the car on 
its way to.the city they asked the conduc- 
tor for a seat. The conductor requested 
Miss Compton to move to the vacant seat 
so that he could move the sign forward 
and make room for the negroes. Miss 
Compton declined, saying she was com- 
fortable where she was, and that her seat 
was in the right end of the car when it 
left Concord Park, the starting point for 
the trip. Upon her refusal to move for- 
ward she was requested to leave the car, 
On the third request, she, with her friends, 
alighted from the car and walked home. 

Sult was instituted in the Adams County 
Circuit Court, and the jury_returned a ver- 
dict in favor of Miss Compton, awarding 
her $300. The defendant company took an 
appeal and the case now goes to the 6u- 
preme court. 

The primary object of the appeal is for 
the purpose of securing a construction of 
the ‘Jim Crow” law, adopted at the last 
session of the legislature, and to ascertain 
the rights of the company 

The law is designed ‘‘to promote the com- 
fort of passengers on all street railways in 
the atate.”’ 

The first section of this act, which is 
house bill No. 60, approved March 1, 19, 
and operative 90 days after its passage, 
reads as follows: 

“Be it enacted by the Legislature of the 
State of Mississippi. That all persons or 
corporations operating street railways, car- 
rving passengers in their cars, in this state 
shall provide equal but separate accommo- 
dations for the white and colored races 
by providing two or more cars or by dl- 
viding their cars by a partition or adjust- 
able screen, which may be made movable 
so as to allow adjustment of the space 
in the car in a manner sulted to the re- 
quirements of the traffic. So as to secure 
separate accommodations for the white and 
colored races, no person or persons shall 
be permitted to occupy seats in cars or 
compartments other than the ones assigned 
to them on account of the race to which 
they belong.” 

The company tinstructed its conductors to 
move the signs backward or forward at 
any point along the route where it was 
necessary to provide more seats for either 
race.

Northwestern and Milwaukee

SIOUX FALLS, 8. D., Nov. 6.—The fight 
to remove the state capital from Plerre to 
Mitchell is the absorbing topic of conversa- 
tion through South Dakota. The presiden- 
tial candidates are scarcely mentioned, and 
the state ticket is soarcely remembered, 
But not so the capital question, 

The Northwestern and the Milwaukee 
roads have locked horns and passes are 
freer than water, because people don’t beg 
the voters to take water, 

To give an accurate forecast to the vote 
on the capital question is impossible at 
this time, and both sides profess confidence 
in victory, 

The advocates of Mitchell point to the 
fact that no legislature has ever met at 
Pierre, without agitating the question of 
removal. The Pierre men retort that such 
agitations were caused largely by Huron, 
a town that has long desired to be the cap- 
ital of the state. 

Mitchell points to the fact that Plerre’s 
population has decreased nearly 33 1-3 per 
cent in 10 years. Pierre retorts that the 
adjacent territory will settle up during the 
next quarter of a century. 

Mitchell points to the fact that she is the 
center of population; has 16 passenger 
trains in and out of the city each day, is 
on the lines of both the Northwestern and 
the Milwaukee roads, while Pierre has only 
one line of the Northwestern. Pierre re- 
torts that she is the geoyraphical center.

Alfredo de Oro, world’s pool champion, 
who defeated Jerome Keogh in the final 
match of the great tournament at the 
Broadway Dbfillard hall last week, is the 
greatest framer and player 
tlon-in-the-pocket game in the world. 

De Oro has been a championship player 
for years, and experts who have followed 
his work through many tournaments say 
that a great measure of his success is due 
to his genius in developing and his nerve 


of combina- 


De Oro is in many respects the father of 
combination pool. Before his advent into 
the game these marvelous shots of kiss, 
English and transmission of force were 
almost unheard of. When he began study- 
ing and practicing them, and finally used 
them in important competition, he was 
spoken of as a reckless taker of long 
chances. 

“As a matter of fact,’’ sald De Oro, in 
speaking of that charge, “I always have 
been a careful player. When I began us- 
ing those it was because I knew as the re- 
sult of experiment and practice what could 
be done with combinations.” 

“There is no safer shot on the table than 
a combination that ts ‘on.’ I do not mean 
by that a frozen combination that cannot 
be mitsed, but any indirect shot that can 
be made to go by using just the proper 
amount of twist and force. 

‘“Bome players use combinations 
than others. Clearwater is one who lacks 
faith in his own judgment on complicated 
indirect ahota. Keogh is a very good play= 
er of combinations. He figures them out 
well and has the nerve to back his own 
judgment with a try at them. 


No Rule For 
Cambinations. 


“There is absolutely mo set rule that can 
be given for the proper working of comDi- 
When a number of bails are 
massed tn the center of the table and the 
player figures out an indirect shot his own 
knowledge and experience must tell if the 
shot ts ‘on.’ The only way that general 
rules can be learned ts by practice. 

“A 4Wist on the cue ball almost certainly 
will affect.the final ball in a combination 
unless there is so little force to the spin 
that it has lost its effect before it reaches 
the last ball. Also, the force with which 
a@ combination ts struck affects it unless it 
is ‘dead on’ and cannot be missed. There 
are many combinations, particularly kiss 
shots, that can be made perfectly with a

‘The force of 
the drive against the first ball caused the 
second to glance off the bunch, striking 
the third. which kissed off the fourth {nto 
the corner pocket, making an almost com- 
plete reversal of the direction in which the 
fore @ was applied. 

“No. is a seven-ball combination ifn 
which no kiss figures. The force of the 
drive was carried around through the 
bunch, making a complete right angle and 
passing direcfly through seven bails. I 
made this shot aiso, in the match with 
Keogh. 

“A two-cushion bank combination which 
I made in the g2me against Weston is 
shown in the fifth diagram. The ball is 
banked around to come in behind the bunch 
and drive the second ball into the lower 
corner pocket. 

“The sixth diagram shows what I think 
is the most complicated combination that I 
made in the tournament. The third ball 
that figures in the shot kissed off the 
fourth, then kissed off the fifth and glanced 
into the corner pocket.’

ROOSEVELT EVADES THE ISSUE. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s angry and undignified assault upon 


Judge Parker on account of his references to trust con- 
tributions to the Republican campaign fund is. not in 
G@ny sense an answer to the Cortelyou charges. Mr. 
Roosevelt breaks his silence, but evades the main issue. 
He calls the charges personalities, when they are in 
feality political questions of vital import. He injects 
_ personalities into the campaign by his vicious innuendoes 
concerning Judge Parker and Chairman Taggart. 
Mr. Roosevelt says: “That contributions have 
made to the Republican committee, as contributions have 
been made to the Democratic committee, is not the ques- 
tion at issue.” He says the question at issue is whether 
guch contributions have been made for improper motives. 
The real question at issue is whether the trusts have 
made large contributions to the Republican campaign 
fund; whether Mr. Cortelyou, having come from the De- 
partment of Commerce, where he was authorized by the 
law to obtain information about the corporations, has 
collected large campaign contributions from the corpora- 
tions or their representatives. If this has been done, it 
$s eminently improper, scandalous, and menacing to the 
interests of the people, because the corporations, trusts 
and combines enjoying privileges and subject to laws, 
would not contribute to the campaign fund of any party 
from any but improper motives—from the desire to con- 
trol or influence the legislative and executive action of 
the party to which they make contributions. Does any 
one believe that any trust or combine seeking legislative 
“favors or protection from law enforcement would con- 


been 


te tribute to any candidate’s campaign fund from motives 


of patriotism? 
The charge has not been made that either Mr. Roose- 


welt or Mr. Cortelyou entered into any definite compact, 
aa arrangement or understanding, to promote the interests 
of contributing trusts or to protect them from the en- 

ment of the laws. The scandal consists in the ocol- 
ection and acceptance of these contributions by a cam- 
 paign mrnager who has the power to injure the con. 
tributing interests, in behalf of a candidate in whose 
hands the enforcement of the laws will rest. 

If instead of indulging in a vicious outburst of temper 
over the alleged charge that he or Mr. Cortelyou person- 
ally had an understanding with the trusts and combines, 
or had deliberately blackmailed them, Mr. Roosevelt had 
thrown open his campaign books and had shown that the 
trusts and combines or their representatives had not 
contributed to his campaign fund, he would have given a 
complete answer to the issue raised by the World and 
Judge Parker. Having failed to do this and having 


oe treated the question of the contributions themselves as 


a of no importance, the inference is that Mr. Roosevelt can- 

not open his books, and that he has attempted to take 
refuge from the main point of the charges by hot-tem- 
‘pered denial and denunciation. 

Mr. Roosevelt pleads not guilty, but conceals the evi- 
dence. 

The issue remains as stated by Judge Parker in his 
speech at Newark, N. J.: 

“Shall the partnership between the Republican leaders 
aod the trusts continue, with profits to both and hurt to 
the ?

Our latest batch of St. Louis knights are Swedish. They 
belong to the distinguished order of Vasa and are in every 
way worthy of its ancient tradition.

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SENATORS AND THE PARIS TREATY. 

The late Senator Hoar in his autobiography tells this 
story: 

“I have been“told by many senators who voted for the 
treaty (the Paris treaty) that they regretted that vote 
more than any other act of their lives. Enough senators 
have said this to me in person, not only to have defeated 
the treaty, but if they had so voted, to have defeated it 
by a majority. A very eminent Republican sénator told 
me that more than 20 senators, who voted for the treaty, 
had given the same assurance to him.” 

The story illustrates the power of the caucus, the 
party machine. 

Here was a measure which senators of both parties 
condemned as against public policy and the national wel- 
fare which yet they voted to sustain. 

The treaty of Paris was the most radical measure ever 
proposed in American politics, altering as it did, the tra- 
ditional policy of the government and saddling the coun- 
try with responsibility which not a single American 
would have dreamed of assuming a year before.

When Mr. Pearson, United States minister to Teheran, 
called his majesty’s attention to the murder of an Ameri- 
can missionary in some part of Persia the Shah may never 
have heard of, there was no ) diplomatic play for time in 
the subsequent proceedings. 

Instead of writing letters in diplomatic French, express- 
ing his extreme regret, his majesty seems to have clapped 
his hands -three times together for his grand vizier, as they 
did in the Arabian Nights.

This is not all 


ORE than three months ago The 
World first formulated the issue of 
Cortelyou and corruption. 

Eight days ago The World appealed to 
President Roosevelt to reply to Mr. Par- 
ker's lawyer-like and very forcible state- 
ment of these charges—to ‘explain that 
which has become the central issue of the 
campaign. 

It said: 

“If Mr. Roosevelt's reply were complete 
and adequate, the most powerful weapon 
that has been used against him would be 
struck from the hands of his opponents 
If his reply were only fairly plausible and 
fairly acceptable, it would still convince 
thousands of wavering voters. If it were 
only the perfunctory and evasive statement 
of the politician who prefers to dodge the 
question raised by his adversaries, it would 
still help Mr. Roosevelt's cause. It would 
show at least that he was not insensible to 
the seriousness of the charges and the ne 
cessity of meeting an issue that involves 
the honor of the presidency itself.’ 

Mr. Roosevelt has finally shown that he 
appreciates the seriousness of the chargés 
and the necessity of meeting the issue. 

It cannot be sald, however, that his reply 
is “compléte and adequate."’ On the con- 
trary, it is very itnoomplete and very in- 
adequate. 

The President does not explain why the 
protected industries are pouring money into 
his campaign fund 

He does not explain why the trust poten- 
tates that were clamoring for his political 
life six months ago are now enthusiast!- 
cally supporting his candidacy and gener- 
ously assisting in financing it. 

He does not explain the extraordinary 
changes in his cabinet made in the inter 
esis of the corporations—the removal of 
Mr. Knox to the Senate; the appointment 
of Mr. Metcalf, the political agent of the 
Southern Pacific, to be secretary of com- 
merce; the appointment of Mr. Morton, a 
vice-presidemt of the Santa Fe to be secre- 
tary of the navy. 

He does not explain why there has been 
no publicity during 619 days of supposed 


investigation by the bureau of corpora- 
tions. 

He does not answer the ten questions 
asked by the World, beginning with the 
inquiry: “How much has the beef trust 
contrfduted to Mr. Cortelyou?’’—questions 
which, as Judge Parker said in his Jersey 
City speech, “have not been answered, and 
they ovill not be.’ 

He does not deny that Mr. Cortelyou, who 
has been secretary of commerce and is now 
chairman of his campalgn committee, is to 
be postmaster-general, to make important 
contracts with railroads that have contrfb- 
uted or have refused to contribute to the 
Republican campaign fund. He does not 
deny that $474,000 of an extraordinary ap- 
propriation for the enforcement of the anti- 
trust interstate commerce laws hus been 
lying idle in the United States treasury for 
619 days. 

Whiie he denies that threats have been 
made to extort contributions, he does not 
deny that a railroad corporation would 
naturally consider it wise to contribute to 
a campaign fund collected by a forme, seo- 
retary of commerce, who was also a pros- 
pective postmaster-general. 

While he denies that there has been “‘any 
blackmail, direct or indirect,’’ and while he 
denies that there has been any “pledge or 
promise’ or “any understanding as to fu- 
ture immunities or benefits,”” he does not 
deny that contributing corporations nat- 


urally assume, and have reason for assum- 


ing, that they are buying Protecton, Priv- 
ilege and Immunity. 

That contributions have been made to the 
Republican committee as contributions 
have been made to the Democratic commit- 
tee is not the issue, says the President, 

This is precisely the issue—the fact that 
corporations depending upon legisiation for 
tariff privileges and upon the executive de- 
partment for immunity from prosecution or 
publcity are pouring money into the Re- 
publican campaign chests. 

These corporations have no motive for 
contributing to the Democratic campaign 
fund. The Democratic party can promise 
the tariff-fattened trusts no immunity from 
a revision of the schedules. It does not 
know by “diligent investigation” any of the 
secrets of the corporations engaged in in- 


terstate commerce. Therefore it can prom- 
ise them no immunity from publicity or 
prosecution. As a guarantee of good faith, 
DeLancey Nicoll, of the Democratic nation- 
al committee, hag offered to make public 
all its confributions from corporations and 
trust magnaies if the Republican commit- 
tee will do the same. Mr. Roosevelt neither 
‘directs nor advises this publicity in the 
inlerests of the public’ from his own com- 
mittee, ; 

Whether Mr. Cortelyou has made any 
direct or implied promises is not the ques- 
tion. The corporations naturally assume 
that the administration to whose perpetua- 
tion they are contributing so generously 
will treat them with distinguished consid- 
eration. Whether this assumption is justi- 
fied or not, they are pouring their money 
into the campaign coffers. This money !s 
being used in the doubtful states to carry 
the elections for Mr. Roosevelt. Whether 
with or without his knowledge, it is being 
used to buy the presidency for him by buy- 
ing the “floaters,” precisely as Judge Par- 
ker said. 

The question that Mr. Roosevelt says 
is not an issue, is the real issue, the vital 
issue, the overwhelming issue of the cam- 
paign. 

Upon the 4irect trust issue President 
Roosevelt asks all honest men whether they 
seriously deem it possible that the course 
this administration has taken in every mat- 
ter, from the Northern Securities sult to 
the settlement of the anthracite coal strik4, 
is compatible with any theory of public be- 
havior save the theory of doing exact jus- 
tice to all men without fear and without 
favoritism. 

The limitations of the question are sig- 
nificant. From the Northern Securities suit 
(begun March 8, 1902, and ended March 14, 
1904) to the settlement of the coal strike 
(Oct. 21, 1902) the President “points with 
pride” to his record. But what about the 
nearly eight months since the Northern 
Securities decision? What about sounding 
a retreat just as the charge on the trusts 
geemed as good as won? What about rest- 
ing satisfied with an‘attack on one trust 
and leaving 439 undisturbed?

(3) Establishes a tax of 5 cents on the $100 valua- 
tion for a _ free-schoolbook fund to be apportioned 
among the school districts as other school moneys are 
apportioned. The principle of this amendment is sound 
and democratic, but the method of apportionment bears 
unjustly upon the larger cities. The revenue is raised in 
proportion to wealth, but distributed according to school 
population. The effect is to compel the large cities where 
wealth is- less in proportion than population, to con- 
tribute to the support of rural districts. 

(4) Provides that railroad companies shall 
passes to all state public servants, but leaves it open to 
the corporations to offer these little bribes to the fam- 
ilies of officials.

SAFETY ON RAILROADS, 

The wreck on the Missouri Pacific at Tipton was sim- 
ilar to the one at Warrensburg recently. In both cases 
the element of-danger lay in the cutting of a train into 
two sections, which followed each other with only a few 
minutes’ headway between them. 

This practice of running trains close together, on a 
schedule demanding great speed, on the same track, rely- 
ing only on the mental and physical agility of the train 
*rews to avert disaster, has cost many human lives and 
vast amounts of property. It is a practice that should 
be prohibited by legislature. If we cannot have the full 
block system on all railroads, the law should require a 
safe period of time between trains, so that less reliance 
would have to be placed on the human factor in averting 
accident. 

On the general question of safety on railroads, an ar- 
ticle in the November North American Review contains 
some timely and valuable suggestions Among other 
things, the writer shows that steel passenger cars would 
save life and property. He calls attention to the fact 
that such cars are constructed for freight, and points out 
that steel freight cars have escaped injury in wrecks, 
pir Aaeam.

The other eminent authority on the uncertainties of 
prosperity of this kind is John Golden, president of the 
United Textile Workers of America, who, in opening their 
convention at Fall River, Oct. 18, complained, first, that 
there had been ruinous and crimina] operations by com- 
binations of speculators, “bulling” the prices of raw cot- 
ton for the purpose of getting every cent they could out 
of an artificially controlled market, “regardless of the ter- 
rible suffering that is brought about and the hunger and 
want that thousands of innocent people have to endure 
through such nefarious and criminal] operations.” 

Attributing the depression in cotton manufacturing to 
this cause, President Golden continued: “In order to meet 
this depression, the manufacturers have tried many rem- 
edies. Millions of spindles have been idle from time to 
time, and in consequence those whose wages are not 
very large in the best of times, have been sorely tried 
during the period of curtailment.” 

After deploring this, he declared that the operatives 
were willing to submit to the closing down of mills to "re- 
lieve the market.” “Our contention,” he said, “is that in 
order to bring about a demand for goods of which there is 
already an overabundance, you must curtail the production. 
Unfortunately, some of those who are in the position of 
managers of the industry are so short-sighted and have 
such a poor conception as to the right remedy that they

Ruin Was Wrought to the Agri- 


cultural Interests Along the 
Canadian River. 


FERTILE LANDS DECIMATED 


$5000 Tract, Completely Covered 
by Sand, Now Not Worth 
10 Cents an Acre. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BRIDGEPORT, O. T., Nov. 6.—A fair 
idea of the enormous losses caused by the 
recent flood in the South Canadian river 
can be gained by traveling some distance 
along its course in Oklahoma. The de- 
struction is very apparent in this neigh- 
borhood. 

Ordinarily the South Canadian flows 
down a wide bed of sand, but in a narrow 
channol. Its first valley usually Is several 
miles in width and the soil is rich and 
productive. Many of the best farms in 
Oklalioma were in this first valley. 

In the Bridgeport country the river rose 
at one leap from a feeble stream, wind- 
ing its way in a bed less than a quarter 
of a mile in width, and became a vast 
flood with a wall of water ten feet high, 
and in most places spread to the hills on 
both sides of the river. Farmers declare 
that the roar could be heard five miles, 
Above Bridgoport the river was two miles 
wide. 

The crushing force of the water was so 
tremendous that few of the railroad bridges 
along its collrse were stronz enough to 
withstand it. The Choctaw railroad bridge 
at this point, however, was imovaoble. 
Wagon bridges built by the different coun- 
ties were broken like straws and swallowed 
up. Cottonwood trees growing in the sandy 
valley were uprooted. 

The loss to railroads and counties was 
insignificant compared to the ruin that 


' overtook farmers living in the river valley. 


This devastation will amount to hundreds 


' of thousands of dollars in Oklahoma. One

Today the 
farm is a barren waste of white sand that 
wlll not produce the most worthtess weed, 
and through a portion of it rune a new 
channel formed by the river half a mile 
from its old bed. As it stands the farm is 
not worth ten cents an acre, and the owner

This condition prevails mile after mile 
aiong the South Canadian in Oklahoma. 
Many of the farmers were left almost des- 
titute. Further west in the Texas panhan- 
dle the river was destructive. It covered 
the hay meadows with floor sand and 
washed away many thousands of tons of 
ay. 

The oldest ploneer in Western Oklahoma 
does not remember ever seeing so much 
water in the South Canadian. Its grcut- 
est height prior to the last flood was in 
lsv;. At that time the flood was due to a 
rainy season that began in May and con- 
tinued until June. The North Canadian 
reached then its greatest previous known 
height. It lacked only a foot of running 


;over the north bank at the Darlington In- 


i\dian agency. 


West of the agency the river 
ran from hill to hill and covered the flat 
where the Fort Reno pumping § station 
stands. The sand hills on the north side 
of the river became islands. 

The last flood in the Seuwth Canadian val- 
ley came from the mountains of New

DEATH FOLLOWS

Young Girl Arrested in~ Early

To the visitor who goes to the Wallace 
home in Crawfordsville, Ind, the euthor 
will point out the olf ®BDeech tree under 
which most of “Ben Hur’ was written.

Report of St. Louis Livestock Ex- 
change Shows Remarkable 
Growth in All Branches. 


The remarkable growth of the live stock 
business in St. Louls was reflected in the 
report of the board of directors of ‘the 8t. 
“Touls Live Stock Exchange at its annual 
meeting yesterday. 

Hog and sheep receipts were shown to 
have/developed record-breaking totals. 

The election of officars resulted in the 
choice of Perry C. Sparks, president; VWil- 
liam A. .Moody, vice-president, and Albert 
L. Keechler, M. A. Bright and B. C. Gib 
son as new members of the board of di- 
rectors. 

Mr. Sparks is the youngest man ever 
elected to the head of this organjzation, 
whose members handle annually over $100,- 
000,000 worth of live stock. He has only 
just turned the 30 mark, but his advance- 
ment has been rapidly won by aggressive 
action in the interest of the trade. 

The report of the board of directors 
showed that, despite the intervention of 
floods and the serious strike in the packing 
industry, the hog receipts during the year 
manifested a gain of nearly 300,00 heac 
while horse and mule arrivals were 40,0 
head in excess of the tota! of last year, as 
likewise the largest aggregate ever re- 
corded in one year at any market.

The umprecedented gain in hog receipts 
was shown to have been due to the ~ 
creasing importance of St. Louls as a pack- 
ing center, supplemented by th relatively 
higher prices which shippers have been re- 
celving at St. Louis In comparison with its 
chief rivals—Chicago and Kansas City. 

The most phenomenal increase, however, 
was shown to have been made in horse re- 
ceipts, which, for the year, totaled 164.450 
head, as compared with 124.519 head the 
year previous. This total breaks the record 
at all horse markets, thus constituting St 
Louis the largest horse and mule market 
in the world. 

The stock yards officials submitted a re- 
port, showing that the vast increase in 
business had made it necessary to recon- 
struct all the horse barns Into double 
decks, and even with this addition to the 
capacity of the market, the enlarged facili- 
ties are not yet udequate to keep pace 
with the rapid expansion of business, Im- 
provements havo likewise been made in all 
other departments, and thousands of feet 
of new pen space are now being installed 
in the cattle division to handle the heavv 
volume of business. The acquisition of the 
Armour & Co. plant is mentioned as having 
given a remarkable impetus to the trade 
of the city.

AIGE CROP SHORT 


With Increasing Foreign Market 
and Better Home Demand, 
Price Should Rise. 


Special to the Post-Digpatch. 

CROWLEY, La., Dea 1—T estimate that 
the rice crop of Louisiana and Texas this 
year will not exceed 4,000,000 bags.’ 

The speaker was A. B, Allison, secretary 
of the Rice Association of America, secre- 
tary and manager of the American sroker- 
age Co. and one of the best informed rice 
men in the United States. 

Mr. Allison was very reluctant about 
making a statement at this time, as the 
seagon is hardly far enough advanced to be 
accurate, but enough is known of condi- 
tions in the states of Louisiana and Texas 
to assure all who are In any way connected 
with the industry that there will be a de- 
crease this season of something over 1,000,- 
000 bags. 

Mr. Allison is not alone in belfaf that 
the crop will not exceed the four-million 
mark, as it is now generally conceded that 
the Texas crop is not threshing out any 
heavier than the rice in this section of the 
belt and the estimates on the total yield 
of the season are being made on a basis 
of seven bags to the acre, although the 
claim is made in many quarters that eix 
would be a fair average. 

“My estimate on this season's crop,” said 
Secretary Allison, “is made wpon the gov- 
ernment figures covering the acreage the 
two states and the later reports of the 
yield according to the most accurate figures 
obtainable. Tho total] acreage in culvation 
this season’is 600,000. Texas is credited 
with having raised 170,000 b of rice last 
year. Giving her the full coures of last 
season and taking into consideration the ce- 
crease this season in Louisiana and the 
light yleld in both estates it would be al- 
most impossible to figure out a crop of 
over 4,000,000 bags this season. 

Statistics say that we consumed 4,500.000 

s of home-grown rice last year. They 
also show that the !mporting of Sordinn rice 
was very heavy. When these matters are 
lookedl into it seems to me that the farmer 
who has a good > of rice this season 
is surely not in a bad.way. It is all a ques- 
tion of how it is marketed. Under present 
conditions {f the holders of the grain are 
fixed financially so that they can hoid their 
goods until the trade realizes the true state 
of affairs as regards the cn OP he will re- 
ceive full values. The trade is not going 
to pay any more for rice than it is com-

Bright-eyed, he was proud of the sword 
and told me its history. ite revered the 
sword, for to his mind it was as the em- 
bodiment of the souis of hts ancestors. He 
would part with life rather than pagt with 
that sword or the shorter «ne—stfll mount- 
ed in the Japanese hilt and scabvoard—w hica 
he carried with it. 

He was the son of Samuri, and Iike his 
forefathers maintained the old custom of 
carrying two swords. I have noticed that 
many soldiers do so.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Nov. 5—Seldom 
has fiction or melodrama, even in tts wiid- 
est flights, conceived a situation more as- 
tounding than that reveuled In the death 
by electric shock of Jamey H. Hendricks. 

A member of a leading Southern familly, 
prominent in club lfe‘and in society, young 
Hendrick met his death, apperentiy, in a 
desperate effort at bank burglary. His 
plan was thwarted, not by a bullet of a 
policeman or a nightwatchman, but by the 
dead'y current of a heavily charged wire, 
witich he was endeavoring to cut tn a fur- 
therance of his echeme. 

Balked and exposed by the careless touch 
of his own hands, he was killed alone, and 
remained’ unseen until his body was found 
at daylight surrounded by burglars’ tools, 
dynamite eaps, fuses and the telltale para- 
phernalia of the safe-cracker's craft. 

Tlendrickes was 4 years old. On his moth- 
ers side he was directly cescenced from 
the Hardies, one of the most respected of 
Alabama's old families. 

lie was educated in the Polytechnic In- 
stitute of Atlanta, Ga., and while a stu- 
dent there, #as popular with the faculty 
and a leader among his comradcs. Since 
his graduation he had taken a prominegt 
Place in the social life of Montgomery. He 
Was a member of the exclusive military 
Orcanization, the Montgomery Grays, and 
of many social dubs.

'NEW MOVEMENT FOR IR 


OMETHING like consternation in Irish loyalist cir- 
S cles may be expected as the result of the publica. 

tion of the report of the organizing committee of 
the Irish Reform Axsociation, the newly-formed political 
league which met in Dublin recently under the presidency 
of its moving spirit, Lord Dunraven. 

Nothing less than administrative home rule, 
lative and financial, is the program drawn up by the com- 
mittee, whose proposals may be summed up as follows:

There could be no fitter scene for the staging of a spirit 
dran:a than here. In these “Bad Lands” out in the edge 
of St. Louis County, where gambling and kindred vice has 
flourished like a parasite on the great Exposition, fou! 
crimes have been committed. Dark murders have been 
mumbered among the atrocities reported to the police, and 
‘it seems but fitting that the ghost of the young matador, 
(Don Emanuel Cervera, cut down in the prime of his am- 
Lition, should stalk those waste places made dreary and 
desolate by the blighting hand of crime. 

Tn the very shadow of the Administration building, at the 
foot of the hill on which the buildings of Washington 
University have been erected, stretches away the bleak, 
lonely hillside on which stands the deserted abode said to 
be the home of the Spanish toreador’s restless spirit. A 
few feet to the west lies the circular ash heap left like 
@ black ecar, where an angry mob burned the bullfighters’ 
erena, an event that proceded by but a few days, and con- 
tributed to, the death of Don Emanuel Cervera, favorite 

to the King of Spain, at the hands of his fel-

Once used as the office of the Norris Amusement Co., 
the clubhouse of the bullfighters and the sleeping place 
of Don and Donna Cervera, the haunted house now stands 
like @ green specter in the warm autumn sunlight. It is 
vacant, abandoned, melancholy. Boards have been torn 
loose here and there and great holes gape in the windows 
which rocks were thrown by an angry crowd of 
boys on the eve of Cervera’s death. From the 
Interior comes no sound by day. The apertures are 
up or nailed shut, and on the front door is 
“Keep out!” At night the forbidding 
created by the searchlight makes the house 
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hter’s death the fate of the

of something white at one of the upstairs windows. From 
the northeast the isolated house can be watched from the 
upstairs windows of a number of temporary World’s Fair 
hotels and boarding houses, and from the Canvas Cottage 
City away to the east, and from the north slopes of the 
World’s Fair grounds themselves,.200 yards to the south. 

The entire Bad Lands neighborhood is talking about the 
reported weird doings at the haunted house, some confirm- 
ing and some denying the ghostly tales that are told. 

Certain it is that from the northward, a half mile away, 
the gleam of a monster searchlight is flashed ever and 
anon at night on the haunted house. The sami is true of 
the searchlight inside the Exposition grounds. 

In the gleam of the north searchlight, the great- 
est and most powerful in the world, the house stand- 
out green and vivid in a circle of light. It 
favorite spots on which the operator turns the great light 
each night, for it makes a striking picture, and to the 
ears of this operator has come the report from the Bad 
Lands that the house is haunted. 

Guests at the hotels farther up the hill have watched 
for hours at night for the repeated flashes of the search- 
light across ‘the haunted house. 
nesses has come one common report to the effect that 
each time the searchlight first strikes the gloomy structure 
several hundred yards away, changing it from black to 
vivid green and making everything light as day, a strange 
white figure is to be seen at one of the upper rear win- 
dows. So remarkable has been this apparition that it has 
become the talk of many guests, who have told those who 
succeeded them in rooms from which advantageous views 
were to be had, and the ghost in the haunted house has 
become famous in World’s Fair circles. 

Night after night and hour after hour one woman 
watched the flashing of the searchlight and the appearance 
of the white figure at the upstairs window. The white 
figure, she said, was as certain to appear at the window 
as the flashlight illumined it. She could never catch more 
than an impression of “something white,” though on one 
occasion she is positive that she could discern the shad- 
owy outlines of a bullfighter wearing the square-brimmed 
Spanish hat, the short, gold-braided waistcoat, the serape 
over the arm akimbo and the knee breeches. 

The same vision, it is said, has met the swift giance of 
street car passengers, and of passengers at the Old Point 
Comfort cafe from the south.
